Tlie entire 
village ticket, including Village Clerk 
Marilyn Sterbenz and Trustees Verri Bar- 
nstable, Rodney White and Ronald Cun- 
ningham, remains unchanged. . ,, 

"1 don't think the election was as big as 
four yeSrs ago" when there were six 
mayoral candidates running, said Toft. 

"We were down about 400 votes" from the 



last election, he added. 

"It wasn't as controversial of an election" ' 
this time, he said..' 

Toft also attributes the low voter turnout to 
the fact that Weber and he are such good 
friends. f 

* "I think that my supporters are probably 
her sup porters and so man y, thoug ht... wel l 
we just won't vote," to. spare any hard 
feelings, said Toft. 

"I will do everything I can to help Ray 
Toft," said Weber.__ _ 

As for the votes he did receive" Tolt said;

Arbor Day was founded 
over 113 years ago in 
Nebraska— on April 10, 
1872— after much urging 
from Julius Sterling Morton, 
a journalist and member of 
the . Nebraska Board of 
Agriculture. 

He got the board to ap- 
prove a plan to give prizes to 
those who planted the most 
trees in each county' on that 
day. In a state that badly 
needed trees, the plan was 
immediately successful. For 
its early leadership in tree 
planting, Nebraska became 
known as "The Tree Plan- 
ters' State."

Parents of minors who ob- 
tain dangerous drugs could 
sue the drug sellers for 
damages under a bill co- 
sponsored by Sen. Adeline J. 
Geo-Karis (R-Zion) with 
Sen. Leroy -Lemke (D- 
Chicago). 

The measure was en- 
dorsed by a Senate com- 
mittee and will go to the 
Senate for approval. It 
provides that any person 
who sells or transfers ah 
illegal drug to a minor would 
be liable to the minor's 
parent for any resulting 
damage. 



"I know of cases where 
parents have spent thousan- 
cfe'and thousands of dollars 
for treatment and 
rehabilitation for their 
teenage children who have 
gotten involved with illegal 
drugs," Geo-Karis said." 
"This bill would place the 
financial burden where it 
belongs— on the persons who 
supply these drugs to young 
people." * 

She explained that the bill 
would permit parents-to 
collect not only for damages 
on the part of the minors but 
also for their own pain and 



suffering, along with 
punitive damages and at- 
torneys' fees. *Tm con- 
vinced we have to hit these 
drug pushers where it hurts 
the most— in their pockets," 
Geo-Karis said:^ y^ 

"By making on-the-street 
sellers of drugs liable for the 

harm they do, we would 
provide more backing for 

laws against drugs and at. 
the same time offer some 

recourse for parents of 
youngsters who use the 
drugs," the senator pointed 
out. .

A newly developed vaccine 
to prevent leukemia virus in-, 
fection in cats is now widely 
available at animal hospitals' 
throughout northern Illinois, 
according to the Chicago 
Veterinary Medical 
Association (CVMA). 

Feline leukemia virus 
(FeLV) infection is one of 
the leading causes of death 
in pet cats and . kittens. 
Within the . past 20 years, 
researchers have discovered 
that this virus is associated 
with ; numerous .diseases. 
Persistent FeLV infection is 
virtually always fatal, and 
cats persistently infected 
rarely livejnore than three 
years. 

"For the large number of 
cat owners whose pets have 
an important role in their 
family, the new vaccine is a 
long awaited 

breakthrough," says CVMA 
presi dent Dr. Mervyn 
Daehler. "Many cat owners? 
Jiave experienced -the 
-frustr ation an d hear tbreak 
of losing a pet to the Celine 
leukemia virus and don't 
want it to happen again." 

*The newly licensed vac- 
cine, which is a product of a 
10 year research effort of 
Norden Laboratoreis and 
Ohio State University, is ad-, 
ministered by a veterinarian . 
to healthy cats as young as 9 
weeks of age. A booster dose 
is required in two to three 
weeks, followed by another, 
in two to four months,-then 
by an annual single dose 
booster. -7- . 
_. Since the vaccine will not 
protect cats already infected 
with FeLV, .most are 
veterinarians are advising a 
pre-vaccinatioh . screening

developement) to identify 

'cats that would not be 
suitable candidates for 
FeLV vaccination . 

. "If the* screening test is 
positive, indicating infection 
is present, the 'family 
veterinarian can advise 
ways to reduce the chance of 
spreading the virus and can 
advise further tests* to dif- 
ferentiate between transient 
and persistent infection," 
says CVMA spokesman Dr. 

• Terr^y Becker. 

Leukemia, a blood cell 
cander, is only one of the 
many outcomes of infection 
with FeLV. Another cancer, 
, lymphosarcoma, is actually 
a more common- FeLV 
disease. The cat with 
leukemia or lymphosarcoma 
tumors may die quickly or 
after a lengthy period of suf- 
fering and deteriorati on.

Still more common are 
''associated diseases" that 



result when FeLV impairs a 
cat's immune system. Cats, 
infected with FeLV have 
limited ability to resist other 
infections by even the most 
ordinary bacteria, viruses 
and fungus. They may ex- 
perience reproductive 
failures; a high rate of in- 
fectious diseases such as 
cold and pheumonia; 

"frequent stomach problems; 
skin and mouth, sores; and 
anemia. In facCone notable 

. FeLV researcher has said 
that FeLV infections must be 
suspected and investigated' 
whenever a feline patient 
develops anything but the 
simplest problems. Most in- 
fected cats die of associated 



Feline leukemia virus is 
contagious. It is present in 
the saliva, urine, and feces 

- of infected cats, and is 
passed to healthy cats by 
licking, sneezing, and 
sharing contaminated food 
bowls and litter pans.' Kit- 
tens can even pick up the 

' virus by* nursing an infected 
mother. 

In the early stages of 
FeLV disease, a precise 
diagnosis cannot be made 
from observable signs alone. 
Still, sighs such as 
depression, fever, loss of ap- 
petite, and swollen glands in 
the neck or abdomen suggest 
onset of FeLV-related 
disease. 

Veterinarians recognize 
that certain populations of 
cats are at highest risk of in- 
fection because of greatest 
exposure to FeLVj according 
to the CVMA. These cats live 
multiple-cat households 
where FeLV infection is 
present in one or more of the 
household cats. Incidence of 
persistent FeLV infection in 
cats in this environment is as 
' high as 30 percent. Cats in 
single-cat households also 
may be exposed if they ever 
encounter other, infected 
cats. The CVMA spokesman 
advises cat owners not to 
allow their pet to roam out- 
doors, even if vaccinated 



against FeLV. "FleasTearT 
mites, worms, automobiles, 
other -animals, and irate 
neighbors are - all outdoor 
hazards that take their toll 
on cats that are allowed to 
roam," he warns.
